Southern Winds Waff Corn Blight Into Fox River Valley

Warm southern breezes have ferried fungus spores 


northward from southern states spreading a virulent blight 
throughout Wisconsin corn fields. 


"We seem to be able to pick it up in every field we go into," 


said Dr. R. L. Norgren, director of the agriculture depart- 
ment's bureau of plant pathology. 


Norgren is conducting surveys of Southern Leaf Blight and 


Yellow Leaf Blight in corn fields in 12 Wisconsin counties. 


Fox Valley Study 


Wednesday he discovered the mutant Southern Leaf Blight 


in 14 of 16 fields checked in Winnebago County. Earlier 
examination showed one or both blights were present in each 
of 40 fields examined in Waupaca County. 


"Down in the southwest part of the state it got a good start 


principally because of local rainfalls." The disease, a fungus 


infection, spurted forward in southern states when moist 
weather provided ideal growing conditions. 


Most Wisconsin corn is especially susceptible to blight 


damage. 


Genetic Weakness 


"Most of the corn grown in Wisconsin has the Texas male 


sterility heritage," said Norgren. Although the Southern 
Leaf Blight has been a problem in the south for years, this 
year moist conditions prompted growth and a mutant strain 
developed which attacks corn with Texas male sterility. 


Southern Leaf Blight hits especially hard. "When it attacks 


the husks it will attack the shank of the ear and within a 
week's time the ear could drop to the ground," said 
Norgren. 


Because the blight attacks ears of corn, it also opens the 


door for mold damage to stored corn, he said. 


While dry weather has checked the development of blight, 


it also has stunted some corn fields. The disease and drought 
will combine this year to reduce yields in Wisconsin, forecast 
Norgren. 


V. W. Peroutky, Winnebago County agricultural agent, 


indicated the disease may be'of little economic impact in the 
county. 


He noted the fungus is widespread in the county, but said 


foliage and ear damage have hit hardest in southern coun- 
ties.

Jeske, route 1, Hortonville. Jeske, who grows seed corn, said 
blight is not apparent in his fields. "The corn is nice and 
green and we're going to have a crop that's better than last 
year."

In some cases, he indicated, drought damage may be 


mistaken for the blight because ears bend at the shank and 
drop during the dry weather.

Although conditions are "not catastrophic," much of the 


corn in the county may be stunted because of dry weather. 


Disease Damage 


Some farmers already have started filling silos. Severe 


fungus damage has not occurred because of the dry weather, 
said Walker. 


Most farmers will not find the blight causing great losses, 


according to Ken Robert, administrator of the agriculture 
department's plant industry divisioa 


One question facing experts is whether the fungus disease 


will be able to survive Wisconsin winters to infect fields 


planted during spring. "We don't know If the disease 
over-winter here," said Roberts. 


Resistant Corn 


Richard Metcalf, owner of Metcalf Farms, Glen Haven, 


and president of Pride Seed Company, has moved a seed 
corn, and equipment, to Hawaii in an attempt to develop a 
hybrid resistant to the disease. 


Charles Heathman, director of research for the company, 


revealed that little resistant seed will be available to farmers 
during 1971. Large quantities of the seed first will be 
available during 1972. 


The impact of a national dip in corn stocks could raise

Schwier, director of the agriculture department commodity 
services bureau.

"There is going to be a price effect here," noting both

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Legislative Salaries 


Again a considerable hullabaloo has 


been raised over a proposal to raise the 
salary compensation of legislators in 
Wisconsin 10 per cent or to $9,780 a year 
effective with the new term that will 
start in January. 


As our Madison correspondent has 


repeatedly noted with an admission of 
doubt about the causes, the public 
controversy 
that 
attends 
these 


periodical reviews of legislative pay is in 
curious contrast to the evident in- 
difference to the fact that other public 
employes and officers in Wisconsin are 
regularly raised in compensation, and 
some of them in more generous in- 
crements and on a more regular 
schedule than the men and women we 
elect to represent us in law-making at 
Madison. 


One difficulty, we have concluded 


after pondering the puzzle, is that 
Wisconsin residents tend to equate one 
legislature with another, and they have 
been told by critics of the Wisconsin 
legislature that it is relatively well 
compensated when measured against 
the average in the country. While that is 
literally true, the argument is not truly 
relevant. The legislative service 
requirements, measured in time alone, 
vary so greatly that average figures 
mean little, or nothing. Many states 
have arbitrarily 
brief 
sessions. 


Wisconsin has never seriously con- 
sidered such rules, and has in fact 
gloried in the fact that its legislative rule 
book permits more freedom of 
discussion, and more time for 
deliberation, than most. 


It may be presumed on the basis of 


such material evidence as we have 
found, 
that 
the 
time 
service 


requirements of Wisconsin legislative 
representatives are 
considerably 


greater than in the average state, and 
greater than some states comparable in 
size and character, to our certain 
knowledge. 


But leaving such considerations 


aside, the adjustment of compensation 
of Wisconsin representatives is in fact 
about typical of what has been going on 
in the country during the last ten years. 
The fact is that many of the states which 
have had salaries so low as to discourage 
service by all except persons of ample 
private means have recognized the 
justification for upward adjustments. 
The Citizens Conference on State 
Legislatures, for example, in a current 
bulletin reports a survey that shows that 
American legislative salaries have risen 
538 per cent since 1950. 


In 1950 Wisconsin was paying its 


legislators $200 a month, in addition to 
necessary expense allowances which are 
probably authorized in most states. 
Even if the Wisconsin boost as proposed 
is achieved — and that is by no means 
certain — Wisconsin will be lagging 
behind the national average. But 
"average" should not be the governing 
factor here. Wisconsin is larger than the 
average state. Its traditions of 
legislative practice, including the 
duration of its sessions, are not typical. 


Nevertheless, we agree with those 


critics who feel that the current 
legislative pay proposal is untimely and 
therefore unwarranted, but for what we 
hope are more rational considerations. 
Implicit in the pay raise movement in 
our legislature was the idea of the an- 
nual legislative session, already 
authorized through constitutional 
amendment ratified by the people. But 
the legislature has not inaugurated 
annual sessions under that authority. 
There is no assurance that it intends to 
do so. 


It wiH arrange for higher pay with 


more grace, and more understanding of 
the people paying taxes, if it defers the 
action until that time arrives when it 
deliberates annually instead of bien- 
nially, as we were led to believe it in- 
tended.

That Lawrence O'Brien inherited a

But the 
d*mth of the anxiety about raising 
campaign funds at the national party 
headnuarters was clearly disclosed in 
our mail box the other day, and un- 
doubtedly in the mail of hundreds of 
thousands of other Americans who 
subscribe to journals of political opinion. 


That magazine subscribers' names 


are compiled from mailing lists that 
are sold for a variety of purposes is a 
commonplace. It is a source of revenue 
for 
some of the less prosperous 


publishers. But this is the first time, to 
our knowledge, that a national political 
party committee has decided to make a 
mass mailing, blindly so to speak, in an 


anxious, last ditch drive for the dollars 
to fuel a campaign that may otherwise 
be dangerously handicapped in this era 
when the size of the campaign budget is 
so closely, if unfortunately, related to 
the prospects for a candidate or his 
party. 


Nearly half of these solicitations, on 


the face of it, are going to persons who 
are highly unlikely to mail checks to Mr. 
O'Brien or his treasurer. But evidently 
that leaves a ratio that is tempting, 
nevertheless. 


Mr. O'Brien bravely attempts a 


posture of intimacy. The return address 
is not the Democratic committee, but 
Lawrence F. O'Brien, himself, at his 
office on Virginia Avenue in Washington. 
The worn and gray impression of the 
hired address stencil leaves a strong 
impression of impersonality and 
remoteness, nevertheless.

Soviet 
reconquest 
of 


Czechoslovakia (August 21, 
1968), the Swiss Embassy in 
Vienna issued entrance visas 
to Czechs at the average year- 
long rate of 200 a day, with a 
peak of more than 700 on some 
days. Of about 12,000 Czechs 
who entered Switzerland, 
10,400 asked for political 
asylum here and this country 
accepted them. 


The Swiss defend the Bank 


Secrecy Act much as we do the 
Fifth Amendment in our 
Constitution, knowing that 
scoundrels may and do take 
advantage of it for purposes 
rot intended but that, in 
principle, the protection is 
enormously proper. 


If a banker breaks the law, 


the maximum penalty is $4,000 
and six months in jail It would

Have you ever seen a pair 


so effectively skirt their 4-4 
trump fit? It takes quite a bit 
of skill to start out in a 3-3 fit, 
dance into a 4-1 fit, and 
finally land in a 5-2 fit, 
cleverly avoiding the slightest 
mention of the only real fit — 
spades! 


North explained, "I despise 


opening the bidding with a 
three-card suit. Something al- 
ways seems to go wrong." 
This hand certainly did not 
serve to refute this opening 
statement! 
"However," he 


continued, "a one-club bid on 
a hand containing two four- 
card majors and 19 points in 
high cards most certainly is 
the exception." 


After 
W e s t 's 
reopening 


double, North explained that 
he was afraid to redouble to 
show his strength. He feared 
that he might end up playing 
the hand in this contract, with 
only a three-card'trump suit 
to boot. He, therefore, es- 
caped to one no-trump. 


South attempted to justify 


his actions by explaining that 
North indicated a long club 
suit by his bid of one no- 
trump. He argued that if 
North really had a strong 
hand, he would have re- 
doubled. Further, if North had 
only a three-card suit, surely 
he might fcave bid, his four- 
card suit at the one level. 
Ergo South's two-club bid 
over one no-trump. 


North couldn't bear the 


thought of playing two clubs 
in his three-card suit. Accord- 
ingly, he sidestepped smartly 
into his lower-ranking 
four- 


card suit. 


South 
now reasoned 
that 


North's hand must be a 4-3-3-3 
pattern with a four-card heart 
suit, and the real fit was in 
diamonds, which explains the 
three-diamond bid. 


Fortunately, North ran out 


of bids, and the auction ended 
just before the doubling was 
scheduled to begin. 


Although we cannot confirm 


it, our reports indicated the 
final result to be in step with 
the bidding. At the other table 
(this was a team game), 
North-South landed 
in two 


diamonds and went down two 
tricks. Our expert, 
South, 


cleverly managing to confuse 
the opponents during the bid- 
ding succeeded in holding his 
losses to down only one trick! 


There is a moral to today's 


story. If ever you are unlucky 
enough to get involved in a 
ludicrous bidding sequence, it 
can be a source of amusement 
and laughter for all. If you at- 
tempt to rationalize and justi- 
fy it, you will succeed only in 
reducing the number of those 
who can chuckle — by one.
